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Sec. 6. Every white male citizen of the 
United States, and-every white male citizen 
of Mexico, who shall have elected to become 
a citizen of the United States under the trea- 
ty of peace exchanged and ratified at Quinte- 
roon the 30th day of May, 1848, and the 
Gadsden treaty of 1854, of the age of twenty- 
one years, who slinll have been a resident of 
the Territory six months next preceding the 
election, and the county or precinct in which 
he clainis his vote ten days, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections which are now, or 
hereafter may be, authorized by law. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of voting, no per- 
son shall be deemed to have gained’ or lost a 
residence by reason of his presence or absence 
in the service of the United States ; nor while 
engaged in the navigation of the waters of 
this Territory, or of the United States, or of 
the high seas; nor while a student. of any 
seminary of learning; nor while kept at any 
almshouse or other asylum; nor while con- 
fined in any public prison. ® 

Sec. 8. No idiot or insane person, or person 
convicted of any infamous crime, shall be en- 
titted to the privileges of an elector. A crime 
shall be deemed infamous which is punishable 
by death,. or by imprisonment in the State 
Prison. : 

Sec. 9. Absence from this Territory on 
business of the Territory, or of the United 
States, shall not affect the question of resi- 
dence of any person. 

Of the place of holding Elections. 

Sec. 10. The election shall be held in each 
precinct established by law, provided that any 
precinct containing over four hundred voters 
may be divided by the board of county com- 
missioners, and an election held in each. - 


Of Inspectors, Judges and Clerks. 


Sec. 11. The justice of the peace in each 
precinct, and two qualified electors of such 
precinct, shall constitute a board of judges of 
election.* The justice shall be chairman of the 
board, if present; if not, the board shall ap- 
point a chairman from their own number, who 
shall have power to fill any vacancy that may 
occur in said board. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of each inspec- 
tor to be at the place where the polls are to 
be opened, in the precinct for which he is ap- 
pointed, from eight o’clock, in the morning 
until sunset, on the day of the election. 


al | Should such inspector not appear at eight 


o’clock in the morning, the electors present at 
the place where the polls are to be opened 
may appoint an inspector for the precinct. 

Sec. 13. The board of inspectors for each 
precinct shall, before the time of opening the 
polls, appoint two suitable persons to act as 
clerks. 

Sec. 14. Before any election shall be open- 
ed the inspector, judges, and clerks shall each 
before any officer authorized to administer 
oaths, take an oath that he will faithfully 
and impartially discharge the duties assigned 
him by Jaw. If there is no person present au 
thorized to administer oaths, the inspector 
shall administer the same to the judges and 
clerks, and one of the judges shall then admin- 
ister the oath to the inspector. 


Of opening the Polls. 

Sec. 15. At all elections the polls shall be 
opened at eight o’clock in the morning, and 
shall continue open until sunset, at which 
time the judges shall close the polls: Provi- 
ded, that the judges of the election may take 
a recess of one-hour at any time they may 
think proper during the day, before three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

Src. 16. The board of judges, before they 
commence receiving ballots, shall cause it to 
be proclaimed aloud at the place of voting 
that the polls are opened. 


Of Voting. 

Sec. 17. The voting shall be by ballot. The 
ballot shall be a paper ticket containing the 
names of the persons for whom the elector 
intends to vote, and designating the office to 
which each person so named is intended by 
him to be chosen. ' 

Sec. 18. Whenever any person offers to 
vote, the inspector shall pronounce his name 
in an audible voice, and if there be no objec- 
tion to the qualification of such person as an 
elector, shall reteive his ballot, and in the 
presence of the other judges put the same, 
without being opened or examined, into the 
ballot box. ~% 

Sec. 19. The name of each elector whose 
ballot has been thus received, shall be imme- 
diately entered by each clerk in the column 
of his poll-list, headed “names of voters,” 
numbering each name in the additional col- 
umn, as itis taken down, so ;that it may be 
seen at any time whether the two lists agree. 


Of Challenges. 


Sec. 20. Any person offering to vote may 
be challenged as unqualified by the inspector 
or either of the judges, or by any legal voter; 
and itshall in all cases be the duty of the in- 
spector and each of the judges to challenge 

person offering to vote whom he shall 
know or suspect not to be duly qualified as an 
elector. 

Sec. 21. When any person offering to vote 
is challenged, it shall be the duty of the board 
of judges to declare to him the qualificat bns 
of an elector. ’ 

Sec. 22. Tfsuch person shall still insist that 
he is entitled to vote, and the challenge shall 
not be withdrawn, the board of judges, in 
their discretion, may administer an oath or 
affirmation to the voter: Yon do swear (or 
affirm) that you will support the constitution 
of the United States and the laws of this Ter- 
ritory ; that you will true faith and allegiance

facts, it may be competent for two disinter- 
ested witnesses upon oath to prove the same. 

Sec. 25. When the polls are closed, procla- 
mation thereof shall be made at the place of 
voting, and no vote shall be afterwards re- 
ceived. 

Of Counting and Receiving Votes. 

Sec. 26. As soon as the polls are closed on 
the afternoon of the day of election, the judges 
shall open the ballot-box anù commence 
counting the votes, and in no -case shall the 
ballot-box be removed from the room in 
which any election may be held, until all the 
ballots are counted; the counting of the ballots 
shall in all cases be public. The ballots shall 
be taken. out carefully, one by one, by the 
caairman or one of the judges, who shall open 
them, and read aloud the name of each per- 
son contained therein, and the office for 
which every such person is voted for. Each 
derk shall write down each office to be filled 
and the name of each person voted for such 
cflice, and shall keep the number of votes by 
tallies, as they are read aloud by the chair- 
man or judge. The counting of the votes 
shall be continued without adjournment until 
all are counted. 

Sec. 27. Iftwo tickets are folded together, 
they shall both be rejected ; and if more per- 
sons are designated on any ticket for any oilice 
than are to be elected for such office, such 
fart of the ticket shall not be counted for 
any of them; but no ticket shall be lost for 
want of form, if the board of judges cán deter- 
mine to their satisfaction the person voted for 
and the office intended. 


Declaring the Result of Elections. 


Sec. 28." As soon as all the votes are read 
off and counted, a certificate shall be drawn 
up on each of the papers containing the poll- 
list and tallies, or attached thereto, stating 
the number of votes each person voted for 
has received, and designating the office to fill 
which he was voted for, which number shall 
be written in words at full length. Each cer- 
tificate shall be signed by the clerks, the 
judges, and inspector; one of said certificates, 
with the poll-list and tally list to which it is 
attached, shall be retained by the inspector 
and preserved by him at least six mouths. 
Theballots shail be preserved by the judges or 
chairman. ‘The other of the certificates, with 
the poll-list and tally paper to which it is 
attached, shall be sealed up by the inspector, 
and endorsed “election returns,” and be di- 
rected and delivered, or sent by the chairman 
to the county recorder of the county in which 
the election is held. 

Sec. 29. The said package shall be delivered 
to the county recorder by one of the judges 
or clerks of election in person, or may besent 
by private hand, or by mai]. If sent by pri- 
vate hand, the person delivering it shall, be- 
fore the county clerk, take and subscribe an 
affidavit that the package was delivered to 
him by one of the judges (naming him), that 
it has not been out of his possession since it 
was received, and has undergone no alteration 
while in his possession. The affidavitishall be 
endorsed on the package. If sent by mail, it 
shall be mailed by one of the judges; and the 
post master shail make on it an endorsement 
that he received it from one of the judges 
(naming him). 

Sec. 30. No tally paper, poll-list, or certifi- 
cate, returned from any election, shall be set 
aside or rejected for want of form; nor on 
account of its not being strictly in accordance 
with the directions of this act, if the same can 
be satisfactorily understood. 

Sec. 31. On the tenth day after the day of 
election, or as soon as he shall have received 
the returns from cach precinct of the county, 
if he receive them within that time, the 
county recorder shall proceed to estimate the 
vote of the county, a statement of which shall 
be drawn up and signed by him. The state- 
ment shall contain the names of the persons 
voted for; the office to fill which each person 
was yoted for; the number of votes given at 
each precinct to each of such persons, and the 
number of votes’giyen to each in the county; 
and the same shall be filed, together with the 
returns from each precinct in his office.* 

Sec. 32. The person having the highest 
number of yotes given for each office to be 
filled by the votes of a single county, shall be 
declared elected; and the county recorder 
shall immediately make out and deliver, or 
send to him, a certificate of election, signed 
by said recorder, and authenticated by the 
seal of his office. 


Of the Election of County Recorder. 


Sec. 33. When a county recorder is to be 
elected, the judge of probate shall examine 
the returns so soon as they are filed, and issue 
to the person chosen a certificate of election, 
in the form prescribed in the preceding sec- 
tion. 

Of the Election of Territorial Officers. 

Sec. 34. When there are officers voted for 
who are chosen by the qualified electors o 
the Territory, it shall be the duty of each 
county recorder, as soon as the statement of 
the vote of Lis county is made out, as required 
in section thirty-oné of this chapter, to copy 
therefrom so much as relates to the votes 
given for such officers, certify to the correct- 
ness thereof under his hand and seal of his 
office, and transmit the same to the secretary 
of the Territory, endorsing-on the package 
the words “Election returns.”

SODIUM AMALGAMATION. |

WHY DOES SODIUM ASSIST THE 'AMALGAMA- 
cat > TION OF METALS. `

Sometime since, and before I had heard of 
the use-of sodium as an assistant in amalga- 
mating metals, „I prepared the result of the 
following experiment for publication. Cir- 
cumstances delayed it, but I now give it to 
the interested for what it is worth, Having 
given my views to several practical men in 
this city, they tell me that the theory ex- 
p-aibs many things which theyhave met their 


, {experience that were incomprehensible to 


them, and they have urged me to make it 


w 


THE EXPERIMENT. 


Take -a clean tumbler and fill it about two 
thirds fall of clear water; then drop a little 


Gold dust -or bronze, (such as printers use, 
and nearly every printer has it), ‘or silver 
powder will answer, provided it be sufficient- 
ly fine. Then stir it smartly with the handle 
of a spoon or che blade of a knife. + I¢ will‘be 
seen that the powder will not sink in the 
water; but on the contrary, the more it is 
stirred the more obstinately it keeps at the 
top. When you have sufficiently demonstra- 
ted to your own satisfaction the almost im- 
possibility of sinking the metal, which, being 
heavier than the water, by the laws of grav- 
ity should sink, drop into the tumbler a little 
caustic potash or soda, and stir a little, the 
powder will then be seen to leave the top, 
and in a short time will settle at the bottom 
of the water. 


THE CAUSE OF THE METAS FLOATING. 
kS 


Atmospheric air adheres with great tena- 
city to any highly polished surface, and is very 
difficult to displace. It preserves a knife 
blade by preventing the moisture from get- 
ting to it to oxidize it. Dip a knife-blade or 
arazor into water, and drawing it out you 
will find that it has not been wet—a film of 
air interposing between it and the water. So 
with each particle of dust which you placed 
on the water in the tumbler. Notwithstand- 
ing its being so exceedingly fine, it is sur- 
rounded by a layer of atmospheric air as thick 
as that on the surface of a knife-blade. The 
particle being round and smooth, no mechan- 
ical means which you can use will displace 
the air so that the water can get to it, and 
the air being lighter than water, acts as a 
balloon to sustain the piece of metal. If you 
agitate it in the water with a spoon, or force 
it down by any other means, the air will still 
stick to its piece of metal, and as soon as you 
let it alone it wilhrise to the-surface. How 
it is that the alkali makes the air let go ofits 


periment shows that it does do so, and the 
metal sinks. 


Application of this Treatment to Amalgamating 
the impalpable gold dust in quartz rock, and 
ats theory. 

Suppose every particle of gold dust in 
quartz rock to be as fine as the dust which 
this exneriment is made (and much of it is 
Hour), very little of it would have its film of 
air displaced by the mechanical operation of 
crushing, although on account of much of it 
clinging to the quartz it would not float; 
part of it would sink to the bottom, part 
would remain floating between the bottom 
and the surface of the water, the film of air 
and the quartz dust fighting for the mastery, 
the air tryiug to take it to the top, and the 
-quartz dust trying to pull it down. As long 
as the particle of gold or silver remains cov- 
ered with the air, the mercury cannot come in 
contact with the naked gold, dnd not with 
the gold protected by a mantle of atmospheric 
sir. Therefore in order to the effectual amal- 
gamating of gold or silver dust from quartz 
rock, some means must be used to disperse 


_|the air surrounding the particles of dust. 


Heat will do this partially, but caustic pot- 
ash or soda will do it effectually. Italso acts 
as a deoxydizing agent—that is if the oxyde 
of some base metal should be in contact with 
the gold, it will remove it cr clean the gold, 
and it will keep the mercury clean. 

About one pound of caustic potash or soda 
will remove the air from metal that is im- 
mersed in five gallons of water. Does not 
this éxplain the cause of the advantage de- 
rived from the use of sodium? If this is the 
true theory, whence the necessity of using the 
expensive metal itself? It cannot be denied 
that the sodium is oxydized and becomes 
soda, and is dissolved in the water in the pan. 
When that takes place, and not until then, 
are the sodium produce the beneficial re- 
sults, 

Tam aware that alkalies have been used in 
amalgamating pans with partial success. But 
have they been used intelligently ? Common 
potash or soda of commerce in the best state 
in which you can buy it, is composed of forty 
or fifty per cent of carbonate. In transport- 
ing it to the mines, and from-exposure to the 
air when opered, a much larger per centage 
is turned into carbonate, and in that state is 
of but little use to disperse the atmospheric 
air. To be effectual for this purpose, it must 


$350 | be as nearly caustic as possible. 


In regard to the electrical effect resulting 
from the use of alkalies in the amalgamating 
pans, my experience proves that it cannot be 
otherwise than highly beneficial. Zinc, lead 
and antimony would be taken up in large 
quantities by a caustic alkaline solution when 
contained in an iron vessel. I have used, and 
for some purposes prefer to all others, espe- 
cially for precipitating the reguline copper, 
a battery composed of iron and zinc in a solu- 
tion of caustic potash.

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“SILVER LEAD ORES. 


à $ 

~The silver lead ores, of which the ledges in 
Nevada abound, are said to be tverlooked by 
prospectors, and attract, but little attention > 
or interest. Yet it is a,well known fact that 
mines of argentiferous galena are among the 
most permanent, and in skilfyl hands, the 
best producing mines inthe world. Galena 
ores yielding silver and a large per centage of 
lead, are regarded as invaluable to any silver 
bearing region, not only for the reason that 
they will of themselves produce large quanti- 
ties of bullion, but that they will also furnish ° 
the skilfal smelter with a principal agent for 
the smelting of other classes of silverand gold 
ores, and ata cost of production below the 
Western method of mill work. The Nye 
County News gives an estimate of the cost of 
the treatment of the ores by milling and 
smelting process in Nevadaas follows: ` 

To erect a good twenty stamp mill capable 
of reducing fifteen to twenty tons per day, will 
require an outlay of one hundred thousand 
dollars, and when running require the help of 
thirty seven men. We have allowed fifteen 
to twenty tons as the result of stich a mill’s 
daily work, although experience teaches us 
that the amount is far above the daily ayer- 
age. The fluxes for mill process will cost 
more than double the amount required for 
smelting. The cost of putting up a sufficient 
number of Mexican blast-furnaces to treat an 
equal amount.of ore, will not cost to exceed 
three thousand dollars, and require the help 
of tiventy-five men. The monthly difference 
in favor of this class of smelting furnaces, with 
the same capacity for the reduction of the 
ores as a tientystamp mill, will be as follows, 
to wit: difference on hired labor, $1,200; 
cost of fluxes, $1,700; interest. on capital in- 
vested at two per cent per month, $4,840; 
total, $5,840. The number of furnaces and 
consequent increased power of working, can 
be multipiied with a comparative small out- 
lay of capital to meet the increased produc-.

of nearly as many hundted thousand dollars, 
to do the same amount of work. 


MORE ABOUT NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


Atan examination before the United States 
Commissioner at New-York, in a case ther 
pending, the following evidence was piven:

hold on the metal, I do not know. The ex-|fence, testified-that he was the inventor of 


the practical adaptation-of nitré“glycerine to 
blasting purposes: nitro-glycerene is only ex- 
plosive under certain conditions, as is the case 
with many other substances not considered 
explosive : nitro-glycerine is notan inflamma- 
ble substance, for if fire is set to it, it does 
not catch fire like turpentine or spirits, but 
goes out when the match is withdrawn: it 
does not explode by the mere application of 
fire: its use in blasting is only possible 
through the patent fuse: a shower of sparks 
will not explode it: the application of fire 
has been tried hundreds of times; it requires 
360 degrees of heat in a confined space before 
it explodes; that is 148 degrees higher than 
boiling water; concussion will not explode if. 
In Hamburg the experiment was tried of 
throwing it up in a rocket, and a fall of 1,000 
feet did not explode it. You can explode the 
oil in gun powder without setting tire to the 
gunpowder; a drop of nitro glycerene deyel- 
opes in bursting about 2,000 degrees; believe 
the explosion at San Francisco was caused by 
the oil leaking into the saw-dust packing, 
thus heating the oil. Water and saw-dust 
will heat to 360 degrees ; the properties of the 
oilare, first, it is a liquid; second, it is pot- 
sonous; third, if you set it afire it does not 
explode; fourth, if confined and heated to 360 
degrees it explodes; fifth, it has more concen- 
tration of power than gunpowder; it is com- 
posed of carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxy- 
gen; do not believe the accident at Aspin- 
wall was caused by nitro glycerine. 

Robert Nutty testified ‘that he had used 
nitro-glycerine for blasting purposes ; it could 
not be exploded by concussion, and required 
great heat to explode it.

Now THEREFORE, in pursuance of the duty 
enjoined upon me as aforesaid, I hereby an- 
nounce that, having duly received certified 
copies of said census returns for the present 
year, and examined the same, I have made 
the following apportionment of members of 
the Legislature, to which each county is enti- 
tled under such census; and until another ap- 
portionment shall be made, each county will 
elect the number of members so appointed to 
such county, viz: 

The county of Pima, three members of the 
Council, and eight members of the House. 

The county of Yuma, one meraber of the 
Council and three members of the House.

The county of Yavapai, three members of 
the Council and fire members of the House.
